Our Troops, to deprive 
them of their ſculking places, ſet fire io one Hut; the 
flames communicated with others and:reached' that in 
which the remains of the Mob-decerving Father” Mur- 
phy lay, and there I thall lea ve him eilt 4 have given 
. a faither deſcription of the Battle; and then if I can 
ſpare as much time, I ſhall return again to ſatisfy the 

Reader, who muſt certainly be very anxious about the 
fate of fo great a man. Though the Rebels were de- 
rrved (as I 1aid) of their fculking®places, yet they 
Nil continued to pour in freſn Troops; (if I may be 
allowed the expreſſion) but a Six pounder which fer, 

as 4 Baſe to the muſic of the Muſketry, made many G 
them dance back in quick time. 15 e 

Having thus failed in their attempt upon the main 
Street, tas extended a long irregular! line in 
ont of the Durham and Cavin, (38 I think) with a de- 
fign to turn our, left flank, but thoſe tWo Regiments, 
with the difmou ed Gorey-meniand Arkiow Yeomanry 
plied them ſo wall with hard Pills, that many a poor 
Croppy died unßer the operation. However thetr 
Mufket-men ke pp 2 briſk fire from behind ditches, 
(which covered ghem up to the very chin) and forry 
am to ſay with too mech ſucceſs, for three brave 
fellows of the Durham and one of the Londonderry 
fell martyrs io their Loyalty. Farewell, brave Com- 
races, while the tcar of pity ſhall bedew your memory .

_ Two Field-pieces taken from the Londonderry at 
Gorey, were played upon us, from an eminence oppo» 
ite the Durham and Cavin ;z but as the chief manage- 
ment of theſe Pieces was entruſted to a Serjeant of the 
Antrim who had been made their Priſoner, we ſuſtais- 
ed no damage for ſome time, for at every ſhot, be 
pointed with ſo much elevation that the Balls whiſtled 
over our heads: but being obſerved by one of his ofi- 
cers, he was ſo far obliged to reQtify this ſeeming miſ- 
ta ke, that the very next Shot ftruR one of the Durham 
Fieſd - pieces and ſma ſhed the Carriage to pieces. 
which pleaſed the Croppy officer Io well, that he cried 
out 4 Hundred Pounds for a Soldier,” meaning, 1 
ſuppoſe, that one trained Soldier was better than may 

of his rude tollowers Another Shot firuck the Hal- 
bert out of the Hands of a Serjeant of the Cavins ;

As the General 
be was riding up Street, a man of ſeeming reſpectability, 
came and told him that the Rebels were making full 
ſpeed for a lane which led (on the right of the Barracks) 
from the River to the centre of the [own. To check 
their progreſs, the General ordered out a Subaltern, 
Serjeant and twelve men, Though I hate Egotiſm 
truth compels me to ſay I yolunteered upon that duty, 
under the command of Mr Dauglas, whoſe conduct 
did not in the leaſt diſgrace the memory of the ancient 
Heroes of that name be bears. As we turned down the 
lane io take poſſeſſion of our poſt, we obſerved {ome 
hundreds of the united gent ry advaneing to wards us; 
but we ſent ſo many leaden meſſengets to ſorbid the ir 
viſit, that many of them (to ſpeak it a military ſtile) 
fell back: but the reader may take it in the literal 
fenfe if he pleaſes, When their deſign of foreing the 
lane had miſcarried, they attempted to ford the water, 
but in this they were alſo diſappointed. However that 
it might not be ſaid that they came upon a Fool's 
Errant, they retreated acroſs a Field to a Proteſtant 
Clergy-man's Houſe, which they burnt, deſtroyed and 
Aan all the Liquor in the Celler ; and ſet up ſuch a 
hallowing and booping as might be miſtsken fer the 
muſic of Savages, at an Indian ſacrifice, Having got 
rid of our imputant vintants, I requetted Mr. 17 5

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he would by no means at that time, allow me to leave 
my poſt. However in a few minutes thereafter I was 
orcered up to the ſlreet o obſerve how matters went 
an, As I paſſed through the Lane, an old woman 
popt her head out at a Cabin door, Holy Jctus (ſaid 
Me) the ſoundot the guns ſhake the cabin, ſhall I fly or 
Mall! be burnt alive ? J told her o fear nothing, 
for all was in our ſavour. Heavens be pra ſed (ciied 
me) Take a drink of water: I wiſh it had been M ine 
or Butter- milk for your ſake.” I thanked the matron 
5 accepted her offer Wben I came to the Street, 
eyeral Horſe - men were gallopping about with orders. 
At the windows I obſerved ſome well dreſs'd wemen, 
who were very. anxious about the fate of the day, 
for they aſked with ſeeming. impatience, * How 
are they going on now f For God's fake, ſhall we 
et the beiter of them 7“ I told them we ſhould ; 
ard one of them called me to take a drink of Grog,

obliged o look up like the Fox at the ſqur Grapes, -:

In my way 
through a Poiatac-garden I had an adventure with & 
Pike-man, which, (leſt I ſhould incur the imputation 
of. boaſting) I forbcar to mention, When I had. reached 
the leene of Aclon, I found the Troops fring away 
behind a ditch, a good way to the freni of the ſpot 
where. the. Battle had begun: ſome Croppies had by 
this time entered the Street berween the Fiſhermens 
Hovſes ; lo ſome of which they fer Fire, and endea- 
youred to make their way into the main Sircei, by the 
end of the Bridge, under cover of the Snook», but 
this poſt was ſo well defended by ſome detachments 
from different Regiments, that their ſeeme proved

at the 4th, and sth. Dragoons, a part of his own Re-

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giment, and ſome Yeoman Cavalry, made a charge 
which they attempred to reſiſt with their Pikes; how- 
ever it was but an attempt, for they were obliged to 
fly; thou gb Captain Knox loft his Ii ſe in the conteſt.

cence, and ſhewed us a Protection he had from Dublin, 
bur the Soldiers were for diſpatching him; however I 

did, what I could to fave his lite, and ſucceeded ſo 

, well that a Serjeant of the Tyrone or Londonderry,

* lying dead in a brock telow the Barracks: ſome of the

. The United men made the beſt ſhift they could to 
draw off the Cannon, but I'm told by a Soldier of our 
, 

: 
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Regiment, who was their Priſoner, that two dozen men 
might have taken both Pieces; their amunitton as well 
as their courage being all expended ; and indeed they 
much dreaded a purſuit, and faid that if ſuch a thing 
was to happen, abs would leave the Guss and ſhite 
for themſelves, I returned to my Poſt and ſtood al 
n'ght (as did the reſt of the Troops) under arms. 
Though *many of the moſt head-ftrong of the Rebels 
were for renewing the attack at night, fome ot the 
more moderate diſſuaded them from their 3 5 
which was perhaps no difficult taſk, 2s the gentirmen 
probably only wiſhed to diſplay their courrge by 
: words, Be that as it will, we only ſaw a few of th 
dancing round theflames of a Haufe which they bad 
ſet on fire the oppofite fide off the River, An hour 
after day-light we joined our detachments, after which 
I rook an opportunity of ſurveying the road and adja- 
cent nelds... I confeſs I was ſheeked at ſezing ſuch a 
number of miſerable wretches brought by their own

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folly to an natimely end: ſome were ſhot throngh the 
head, ſeveral through the breaft ; others had half of 
their faces torn away by the Cannon Balls ; ſome were 
Kiript quite naked by the Soldiers, while others were 
ſuff ered te lie in their rags, becauſe they were not 
worth the raking. I remember to have heard two 
vou nded Rebels in a ditch, conſulting bow io make 

theireſcape, but two Yeomen with their Swords, put

Scrjeant, ' and Six Privates killed, and about. 4 
wourded. "The Rebels loſt between Five Hundred 
and Two Thouſands. The General having order'd that 
we ſhould raiſe Eatrenchmems round the Camp, we 
werked mot of che day at leveling or raiſing Dixches, 
and from Eleven at Night till Four in the Morning, 
Rood under Arms: the fatigue was very great; but as 
we took it far the good of the ſervice, we bore all 
without mprmuring. On the Monday after the Batile, 
2 Yeoman found an old ſervant of his own wounded in 
2 ditch, and while he was bringing him to the General, 
had it not been for the interpoſition of an Officer, the 
Soldicrs u ould have killed him. On the fame afterneen 
two men were found among Staw, in one of the Fiſh- 
er- s Huts.

Light Brigades, &c. aſcended the mountains, the

while a flanking party of the Heſſians kept on our 
left among a 4 of rocks which we would ima- 
ine to be inaccefſable to any creatures but goats.
